In a third place therefore, al- 
though the Church,or the — 
reſt and chiefeſt part of her. 
charge errour & falſhood upon 
ſuch a doctrine; yet this bare 
and ſingle teſtimonie, not ſecon- 
ded by any Scripture or rea 
fon, is not to gaine fo. farre 
upon our belie fe, as that there · 
upon wee ſhould preſently re- 
je, and diſſent from the do- 
Arine thus generally cenſured 
with an abſolute and peremp- 
torie diſſent. This were to giye 
unto the Churches deciſions as 
high an over-ruling a ſuffrage in 
our harts, as is onely due to di- 
vine revelations : to receive 
them, not as they ate indeed the 
word of men, but as if they 
were the word obGod:to yeeld 
unto them an abſolute divine 
faith,and credence. This were a 
meere Vaſſallage of our ſoules,
